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This is a decision on the papers filed 01 October 2002 titled "Showing to 
Establish Non-Receipt of an Office Communication" which is treated as a petition under 
37 CFR 1.181. No fee is required. 



BACKGROUND 

On 22 March 2002, the United States Designated/Elected Office (DO/EO/US) 
mailed a Notification of Missing Requirements Under 35 U.S.C. 371 (Form 
PCT/DO/EO/905) indicating that a declaration in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .497(a) & (b) 
and a surcharge fee must be provided. A two-month time period for response was set. 

On 01 October 2002, applicant filed the instant petition along with various 
documents. 

DISCUSSION 

A review of the file for the above-captioned application shows that the Form
